Log’s 
Lost 
in 
Michigan River in 
Years Past A te Now to Be 
Dug Up. 


During nearly two generations th** 
Manistee river and its tributaries have 
borne on their troubled waters count­ 
less millions of feet of logs from the 
forests to the mills to build houses 
and fortunes and 
lumber 
baronies. 
The realm of the pine king held out 
bravely against the wantons of civi­ 
lization. and the old monarch yielded 
only when “put to his slum ps.’’ 
But there are few more pines to 
conquer, states the Detroit 
News, 
hence the Manistee arid Little Man 
stee rivers are to be mined for logs 
lost in past years in driving and now 
vesting in muddy graves, where, pre

This being so. it is natural that 
a long list of fallacies as to the care 
and preservation of the hair have 
grown up, and hundreds of dollars are 
spent on washes and tonics, most of 
which may be dismissed as useless. 
even lf not 
harmful. 
Every little 
hair dresser lins his “tonic" or "hair 
medicament," 
which 
he 
guarantees 
as a sure tiling; but it is very certain 
that when a "sure thing" to promote 
hair growth is discovered its flow will 
hi* as the flow of Niagara. 
Again, 
many 
persons, 
otherwise 
scrupulously well groomed, entertain 
nonsensical theories as to the harm ­ 
fulness of th** shampoo. 
They main­ 
tain that it makes tin* scalp too dry, 
or that it makes the hair "poor," or 
that dandruff follows th** use of soap 
and water. 
It is a great pity that this 
notion should be lodged in any mind. 
for nothing is more certain than that 
the scrupulously clean scalp is the 
healthy one. 
To the question, how often should 
shampooing be done? it may be nn- 
swered that it entirely depends on the 
person and the occupation. 
Persons 
who have to travel to and fro on the 
cars daily, or who are engaged in dusty 
work, should shampoo much oftener 
than those who are not so exposed: but 
it is a safe rule to say that if dandruff 
is noticed or falling of the hair. then 
the head should be washed. 
Once a 
fortnight in ordinary cases is probably 
enough for decency, but once a week 
never burt any one, if the shampoo is 
pro|ierly given. 
Any good simple soap will serve for 
this purpose, although the tincture of 
green soap. which is simply a liquid 
or soft soap w ith a little alcohol added, 
is very convenient to use, as it pro­ 
duces a tine lather quickly and easily, 
and the alcohol helps in the cleansing 
prwess. 
lf the scalp seems to be unduly dry 
after the wash it is well to use a very 
little nil. rubbed well into the skin 
round th** roots, and not on the balr. 
Vaseline will do, aud so will olive cli­ 
the blea being not that the oil is a 
medicine biit*a lubricant. 
All '« alps are better for an occasional j 
massage, and people with thin hair

This being so, it is natural that 
a long list of fallacies an to the care 
and preservation of the hair have 
grown up, aud hundreds of dollars aro 
spent on washes and tonics, most of 
which may be dismissed an useless. 
even if not harmful. Every little 
hair dresser has his "tonic" or "hair 
medicament," which he guarantees 
ns a sure thing; but It \» very certain 
that when a "sure thing" to promote 
hair growth l» discovered its flow will 
be as the flow of Niagara. 


Again, 
many 
persons, 
otherwise 


scrupulously well groomed, entertain 
nonsensical theories as to the harm- 
fulness of the shampoo. They main- 
tain that it makes the scalp too dry. 
or that It makes the hair "poor." or 
that dandruU' follows the use of soap 
and water. It is a great pity that this 
notion should be lodged In any mind, 
for nothing is more certain than that 
the scrupulously clean scalp it* the 
healthy one. 
To the question, how often should 


shampooing be done? It may be an- 
swered that it entirely depends on the 
person and the occupation. 
Persons 


who have to travel to and fro on the 
cars daily, or who are engaged In dusty 
work, should shampoo much oftener 
than those who are not so exposed: but 
it is a safe rule to say that If dandruff 
Is noticed or falling of the hair, then 
the head should be washed. Once n 
fortnight In ordinary eases is probably 
enough for decency, but once a week 
never hurt any one, if the shampoo is 
properly given. 


Any good simple soap will serve for 


this purpose, although the tincture of 
green soap, which l< simply a liquid 
or soft soap with a little alcohol added. 
is very convenient to use. as it pro- 
duces 'a fine lather quickly and easily, 
nnd the alcohol helps in the cleansing 
process. 


If the scalp seems to be unduly dry 


after the wash it is well to use a very 
little oil. rubbed well into Hie skin 
round the roots, and not on the hair. 
Vaseline will do, and so will olive oil— 
the idea being not that the oil is a 
medicine lmt«a lubricant. 


Ml scalps arc better for an occasional 


massage, and people with thin hair 
need the increased circulation which 
results from 
the massage.—Youth's

again. "It was never intended," 
ae «aid, "that the Census Bureau 
should 
gather 
information 
in 


which any element of estimation 
entered, but now that these esti- 
mate* had been collected they 
should be given oat at onfe, and 
in the regular way," 


The statement that Mr. North 


is sorry that he gathered the in- 
formation is no exaggeration. He 
has been harassed ever since he 
got it, and would gladly hive made 
it public except for his reluctance 
to assume the responsibility for 
what might happen to the mar- 
ket. 


The most significant feature of 


the discussion which attended the 
adoption of the resolution was a 
general expression of impatience 
because of the bickerings among 
those interested 
in the cotton 


trade.

light-headed set of savages who lor 
several months of the year do noth- 
ing but dance, sing and drink palm 
wine. 
When the season is over they 


settle down to their ordinary pursuits. 
They have many dances which would 
seem very strange to an American, 
but the weirdest dance of all is per- 
formed upon stilts and is called ocuya 
or giant dance.

ocuya is an object, 
made of 


wlckerwork with an enormous head 
of wood. There is no word hideous

wooden core. 
Two iron bars, having 


holes at their frue etuis, are attached to 
the upper extremity of the bronze; a 
quadrilateral piece of iron, found near 
the position of the foot. Is thought t.u 
havo given strength to it. There is no 
trace of the foot, and thn wooden core 
had nearly crumbled away. That skele- 
ton had its waist surrounded by a belt 
of sheet bron/.e edged with small rivets. 
probably used to fasten a leather lining. 
Three painted vases (red figures on a

skeleton.

pilgrimages to Lourdes; in Germany

mythical reputation that almost causes 
his opponent to shudder, and the many 
dreadful struggles that have been 
caused In the world by religious differ- 
ences have had a repetition during 
the last few weeks in Baku and the 
Caucasus. 


It Is said, probably with some truth, 


that the Nonconformists, organized, be 
It remembered, on a very definite the- 
ological basis, hold the next general 
election In the hollow of their hand, 
nnd, 
anyhow, they have the statue of 


Oliver Cromwell outside Westminster 
Hall to remind them of the political 
power they once wielded.

gerss'ou. of Sweden, nnd carried the 
kingdom along w i t h her into alien 
bauds.

way has been ruled by some other 
nation's king.

harmful. 
Every little 


hair dresser has him "tonic" or "hair 
medicament," which he guarantees 
ns n sure thing; but it is very certain 
thnt when a "sure thing" to promote 
hair growth la discovered its flow will 
be as the flow of Niagara, 


Again, 
many 
persons, 
otherwise 


scrupulously well groomed, entertain 
nonsensical theories as to the harm- 
fulness of the shampoo. 
They main- 


tain that it makes the scalp too dry. 
or that it makes the hair "poor." or 
that dandrult' follows the use of soup 
and water. It Is a great pity that this 
notion should be lodged In any mind. 
for nothing is more certain than thnt 
the scrupulously clean t>ealp is the 
healthy one. 


To the question, how often should 


shampooing be done? It may be an- 
swered thnt it entirely depends on the 
person and the occupation. 
Persons 


who have to travel to and fro on the 
cars daily, or who are engaged In dusty 
work, should shampoo much oftener 
(ban those who are not so exposed: but 
It is a safe rule to sny that If dandruff 
Is noticed or falling of the hair, then 
the bend should be washed. 
Once a 


fortnight In ordinary cases i« probably 
enough for decency, but once a week 
never hurt any one, if the shampoo is 
properly given. 


Any good simple soap will serve for 


this purpose, although the tincture of 
green soup, which Is simply n liquid 
or -oft soap with a little alcohol added, 
is very convenient to use. as it pro- 
duces a Hue lather quickly and easily. 
nnd the alcohol helps In the cleansing 
process. 


If the scalp seems to be unduly dry 


nfter the wash it is well to use n very 
little oil. rubbed well into the skin 
round (be roots, and not on the hair. 
Vaseline will do, nnd so will olive oil— 
the idea being not that I lie toil is a 
medicine but«a lubricant. 


All scalps are better for nn occasional 


mas-age, and people with thin hair 
need the increased circulation which 
results from 
the. massage.— Youth's
